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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Response filed by applicants dated Jan. 25, 2006 have been received and considered 
carefully. No amendment was made. 

Claims 21-30 wherein Rl and R2 are non-heterocyclic, R3 is substituted or unsubstituted 
pyrimidine continuously being examined. Claims 31-40 and the remaining subject matter of 
claims 21-30 stayed withdrawn from consideration. 

Applicants made a remark about cancellation of claims 31-40 but presented no claim in 
any version canceling claims 3 1-40 or limiting the generic claims to the elected scope. 

2. The rejection of claims 21, 25, 27 and 29 under 35 USC 102(e) over US 2004/014920 is 
dropped in view of the submission of the priority document for US 2004/014920 i.e. GB 
application 0108876.4. 

3. The rejection of claims 21-30 under 35 USC 103(a) over Albert et al. US 2004/014920 is 
maintained for reason of record supplemented with the GB application 0108876.4. 

In so far as the Albert priority benefit is concerned, the scope wherein R2 is 6-membered 
heteroaryl group has been disclosed and is entitled to the priority date of Aug. 9, 2001 . An 
example of the claimed compound was found on page 5 of the priority document wherein R2 is 
phenyl. Generically, the R2 being phenyl or 6-membered heteroaryl which is selected from 
pyridyl, pyrimidyl or pyridazinyl were taught to be optional choices for the R2 moiety (see page 

3, line 3). In absence of unexpected results, there is nothing unobvious in choosing some among 
many. In re Lemin 141 USPQ 814. Especially, guided by the example of a six membered ring 
aromatic group i.e. example 1, and the explicit disclosure of the optional choices of the other 
three six membered ring aromatic group is prima facie. The teaching, guidance and enablement 
are all found in the priority document.
